Every Soviet citizen 18 years old 
or older, including Red army sol- 
diers stationed abroad, was eligi- 
ble to vote. Altogether there were 
1,287 domestic electoral districts 
including East Prussia and former 
parts of the Japanese Empire. 


TRAVELERS VOTE 


The polls in the various parts 
of the vast Union were open from 
6 a. m. until midnight. Even citi- 
zens aboard trains found election 
officials ready to receive their 
ballots. 

There was only one issue—the 
continued leadership of the Com- 
munist party and of Generalissimo 
Stalin. Only one political party— 
the Communists (the only legal 
party in Russia)—participated in 
the election. Voters balloted for 
only one candidate for a position, 
who had been nominated in ad- 
vance. 

Counting of the ballots will start 
when the polls are closed, but 
final tabulations probably will be 
delayed several days because of 
the vast distances involved and 
the isolation of many voting dis- 
tricts.

Cabin Slaying 
Of Couple Has 
Police Baffled 


COFFEYVILLE, Kan., Feb. 10. 
()—Police Capt. Arthur Gamble) 
said Sunday little progress has 
been made in the search for the 
slayer of a 22-year-old mother of 
three children and Carl Benning, 
also 22, of Coffeyville.- 

Their nude, beaten bodies were 
found Saturday in a camp cabin 
near here, 

Gamble, who identified the bod- 
ies as those of Benning and Mrs 
Opal Scott, wife of an overseas 
soldier, said he was holding a man 
investigation but so far had 


the brutal killing. 

Benning’s automobile stolen 
from its parking space near the 
cabin, apparently was used as a 
getaway vehicle, Gamble said. It 
was recovered at Caney, 20 miles 
from Coffeyville, and Gamble said 
bloodstains were found on the up- 
holstery. 

Police said that a hammer or 
Similar weapon was used to crush 
the skulls of Benning and Mrs. 
Scott. Their nude bodies, Ben- 
ning’s lying across a bed in the 
small cabin-and-shower, and Mrs. 
Scott’s slumped on the floor, were 
found by the camp operator. Their 
clothing was folded neatly on a 
chair beside the bed. 

Gamble said there was little 
disorder in the room and no sign 
of a struggle. He said they had 
been dead “several hours” when 
found. ' 

The man who Gamble was hold. 
ing for investigation was quoted 
by police as saying he was ac: 
quainted with Mrs. Scott and Ben 
ning, a recently discharged Army 
veteran, but he steadfastly denied 
any connection with the slaying. 

A  coroner’s inquest was ad 
journed until police have complet 
ed their investigation.

It was thought at first that the | 
star was a new one. It was sight- | 
ed early Saturday morning by Ar- | 
min Deutsch, a member of Dr. | 
Struve’s staff. | 

After a check of celestial maps | 
it was decided that the star was | 
“T” star from | 
the constellation Corona Borealis. | 


Astronomers believe that a tre- | 
mendous explosion occurred about | 
1000 years ago approximately 6, | 
000 trillion miles away, but was 
first observed Saturday because 
it takes 1,000 years for light rays | 


/emanated by the “T” star to reach 
‘the earth. 


The star first was visible to the 
naked eye shortly after midnight 
Sunday. 

Astronomers say that “T” first 
called world-wide attention to it- 
self back in 1866 by blowing up 
for the first time. Dr. Struve said | 
that a second such explosion is ex- | 
ceptionally rare, and this one is 
exceptionally violent. | 

While the explosion is in prog- 
ress the star is easily visible to 
earthly eyes, since it was expand- | 
ed 100 times its normal size. Un- 
til the explosion fades the best 
time to look for “T” is after mid- | 
night and until 2:30 or 3 a. m. 

Dr. Struve said the star may be 
observed by looking due east dur- 
ing those hours. | 

Photographs have been taken 
of the phenomenon through a 40- 
inch telescope at Yerkes Observa- 
tory. The star is called “‘Nova” by 
astronomers and its new flareup 
may give scientists new informa- 
tion on how atomic energy works.

The “execute message” has been 
so termed because the Japanese 
had set up a broadcast code by 
which they planned to use a ficti- 
tious weather* forecast to notify 
their agents abroad of war with 
the United-States, England or Rus- 
Sia. 

Adm. Noyes was chief of naval 
communications, Ingersoll was as- 
sistant chief of naval operations 
‘and Bratton was the Army’s in- 
telligence man in charge of the 
Far Eastern section. 

Kramer has testified that he 
prepared for Noyes a set of cards 
to be distributed to certain high 
officials when the execute did ar- 
rive, bearing the translation of 
Japanese code words as sent. 

He said he never knew what 
became of the cards, but he testi- 
fied that he was never instructed 
to deliver copies of any executing 
messages himself. 
Kramer and Bratton made the 
rounds of high officers to deliver 
copies of intercepted Japanese 
messages. 

Adm. Noyes has told a previous 
inquiry that no intercept of a 
winds code message was ever re- 
ceived by the Navy Department. 
'He told a naval court of inquiry 
that was the reason there was no 
winds execute message in naval 
communication files.

All his employes had been with him for years. Most of them 
were approximately his age. They borrowed chawing tobacker, 
swapped stories, drank out of the same bottle and worried and 
cussed* and fumed together over problems of make-up and press 
work 

It was the owner’s habit to come to work each morning around 9 
a m. The foreman of the print shop had a key to the front door 
and came to work, together with most of the staff, at 8:30 a. m. 
On this particular morning, at 9 o’clock, when the boss reached the 
front door, he saw it unopened and his entire force, about a dozen, 
sitting on the front steps. 

“Forgot your key,” he growled, stepping over them. He unlocked 
the door and walked in. But the force did not follow. They still 
sat outside. Ten minutes later he came out again. 

“What's the trouble? Why are you sitting there?” 

“We're on strike,’ mumbled one of the older men. 

“Bunch of durn fools,”’ was the response. “We've gotta run that 
booklet for So-and-Such today. It’s your shop, anyway. Come on in 
and go to work. Bunch of durn fools.” 

Shamefacedly, the entire group rose and 
went to work. 

I never did learn the eason for the strike. No world tell 
me. All either side would say, in response to the direct question, 
was: 


“It's all right, now.” 

. There was that night at a big 
A Friendly Cop during the general textile strike 
10 years or so ago. When we crouched behind the protection of our 
automobile while a series of striker-packed cars roared past, with 
much yelling and promiscuous shooting of firearms. 

Afterward, when we stepped from behind our car, a young 
policeman stuck a Tommygun in my midsection while he demanded 
to know who we were. I told him, quickly. And, later, that young 
cop became a good friend and we had many a good bull session 
sitting around waiting for something to happen on that particular 


strike front. 

: At another’ strikebound textile 
Something Remembered mill, 1 talked with one of the 
strikers, a man of later middle years. He had worked for that same 
mill all his adult life and his family with him, I asked him if he 
sympathized with the strike or was he “out” just because the oth- 
ers were. 

“No. Sir.” he said. “I’m striking for good reasons of my own.” 

“What are they?” I asked, Then he told his story. 

He had worked, he said, at the same mill, for the same employ- 
ers. for more than 30 years. Throughout all that time he had been 
accustomed, whenever family emergency struck, tO borrow a few 
dollars, 10 or 20 or 30 at the office. And they would deduct a dol- 
lar or two from. his weekly pay envelope until it was repaid. 

Well. a year or so before the strike and our conversation, he 
had bought a used automobile. Not much of a car but then he 
didn’t pay much money for it. Probably fifth or sixth-hand model. 
And he had used the car, when he could find a few extra dollars 
for gasoline, to take his family for little rides into the country on 
a Sunday. 

Then came an emergency and another request at the office for 
a loan.’For the first time in 30 years they refused him. Asked a 
reason, the cashier said if he could afford a car he could afford 
to pay the doctor and the drugstore without borrowing. 

He swore, mildly, then, in his talk with me. “I read,” he said, 
“in the papers about the natural beauties of Georgia. About how 
we should appreciate the beautiful state in which we live. And I 
try to take my family out to see a little of the beauty. And, when 
I-get in a tight, they as good as tell me that, because I live in a 
mill village, I’m not good enough to drive around and look at my 
state. That’s what makes me mad.” 


Other Strikes I have witnessed many other strikes. Some 


small, some widespread. And I've never been 
quite sure which side in the conflict was right. Nowadays I think 
both are, to some degree, in the right. But both are wrong, too, for 
failing to realize that solution lies in compromise, that justice prob- 
ably is between the two extremes. 

I’ve always sympathized, on some grounds, with the strikers, 
yet I have been able to see the views of management. But, more 
than either, I’ve seen the cause of a third party to all labor dis- 
putes. That is the cause of the general public, caughtein the mid- 
die of the squeeze, the helpless folks who, in the long run, pay 
and suffer after every work stoppage.

Too Little and Too Late 


If President Truman's imposition of wheat controls and infor- 
mal rationing comes as a shock to the American people, it is only 
because the facts about conditions in Europe have not been aired, 
but instead have been suppressed. Even now President Truman's 
order does not illuminate the desperation of the situation. More 
can be learned from a discussion which took place in the senate on 
Jan. 29, when Sen.

necessary information to request the President to take executive 
action; therefore be it resolved Whereupon follows the 
proposal for first-hand study and report.

outside the government, and in order to get real light it has been

But the 
truth is, they had been working on this program for a good while, 
and were going to announce it anyway. They might have announced 
it a little earlier than was planned, when they saw the people were 
getting stirred up and mad and writing letters to the paper.

And the 
state’s answer to that is that the money which they DO pass on 
to the counties for road work is not used by the county for that 
purpose, but for the support of other services. And that the state 
has no way of controlling what the counties do with this money. 
That’s up to the people of the counties themselves. If a citizen of a 
county thinks that money that should go for roads is going for 
something else he believes is of less importance, he can enjoin 
the county from using the money in that way. But the state can't 
do anything about it. Which privately pleases state officials, for 
they are elected on a state-wide basis and do not care to get into 
any squabbles with county officials.

Cheatham said yesterday upon 
his return from Washington that 
a committee of which he was a 
member recommended at a Labor 
department conference that muini- 
mum standards of instruction be 
set up for veterans for on-the-job 
training and that such training be 
closely supervised by 
agencies. 

Other recommendations, he add- 
ed, included expansion of coun- 
selling facilities for veterans, bet- 
ter exchange of information be- 
tween federal and state veterans’ 
agencies to aid employment, adult 
schooling and hospitalization and 
what would amount to a national 
employment “pool.” 

The committee also suggested he 
reported that the public be better 
informed as to the purposes of 
the three principal federal agen- 
cies involved in veterans affairs 
and that stress be laid on their 
several independent functions and 
the states’ part in these functions 
clarified. 

The committee, Cheatham ex- 
plained, was composed of gover- 
nor’s representatives from nine 
states and Hawaii and was formed 


'at the conference of the retraining 


and reemployment administration 
called by Maj. Graves B. Erskine, 
special assistant to the secretary 
of labor. 

Cheatham said he also discussed 
the purchase of surplus govern- 
ment property by veterans with
